HEN it is confidered how much mamis indebted to Hea- 
ven for the bleffings it is fo continually beftowing upon 
him, it is aftonifhing to think that he can be fo devoid of gra- 
titude as to murmur at the afflictions which it likewife difpenfes. 
No fuch perfon can be deemed, with jaftice or propriety, a 
reafonable creature, or a Chriflian; for according to the na- 
ture of things, a man who gives himfelf time for confideration 
and refle€tion muft know, that he cannot poffibly travel the 
journey of life without experiencing its various vicifflitudes of joy 
and forrow, eafe and pain, ficknefe and health; all of which, if 
viewed in a proper light, are alike mercies, and are intended to 
anfwer the moft falutary purpofes.

** Medicinal, though bitter, and prepar’d 
** By love’s own hands, for falutary ends.”

But if ftubborn man fhould think proper to refift the ways of 
provicence, what would it avail him? Thofe kind mercies 
Vou. VII. 182, 4G might 
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might be turned into bitter curfes. They only take proper ef- 
feé&t on patient and fubmiflive minds, and can be made to cruth 
thofe of a turbulent nature: 

Theodore and Fidele were a couple who had been taught, by 
a long feries of afflictions, to repofe their confidence in a more 
powerful remedy againft defpondence than any they could find 
here, even after the ftritef%tfearch. From their youth they were 
naturally of a good difpofition, and particularly obferved the 
rules of morality, and firmly believed they did all the duty that 
was required of them, and of courfe looked no farther till it 
happened that affliction opened their eyes. Troubles and mise 
fortunes followed one upon another, but they repined not; they 
faw it was the will of Heaven it fhould be fo: they now adored 
that providence they before paid outward homage to, and come 
forted themfelves with the hope that the happinefs and profpee 
rity they miffed here would be amply laid up for them in 
Heaven. 

In this happy ftate of mind they continued for a long time, 
when it pleafed Heaven to try their ftabilizy by profperity. An 
alteration almolt immediately took place; the fuufhine of falfe 
felicity darted its tranfient beams; their habitation was a fcene 
of gaiety and fplendour.

till Heaven ofice more put them in mind of their mortality, by 
taking from them their only child, in whom were centred all 
their fineft hopes and expeétations. 

This occafioned the change of the fcene once more, and fully 
convinced them of the infiffitiency of all created things ‘in 
bringing peace and fatisfaétion to the mind. 

In every ilage of life we are liable to misfortunes and troubles ; 
fome of them are infliéted by providence, but do not always an- 
{wer the good ends defigned. Afflictions are calls, but are not 
always attended to: we do not always fee thecareof Heaven ia 
our misfortunes, and fometimes they appear.to be fo fevere, that 
we even murmur at Heaven for inflicting them. 

It fhould be remembered. too that we often bring troubles on 
ourfelves, by ourown imprudenciesz thefe it would be very 
wrong to charge to.the account of the Almighty ; we fhould 
look» upon them as crofles, bear with them as fuch, and think 
oarfelvesthe better for them. 

There are many fanatics who have fo great a value for, and 
place fo great dependence in afflictions, that they even afflit and 

nortify 
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mertify themfeives, at certain times, io fo fevere a manner, as 
would leave no room for a fpectator to doubt that their intellects 
_were difordered in the highelt degree ; fo deluded are fome poor 
wretches, and ignorant of the nature of the mercitul difpofer of 
events ! 

If there be any perfon who knows nothing of trouble or pain ; 
who. has not been afilifted in any thape in the whole courfe of 
his life, we may fairly deem him to be a wretch fimilar to the 
epicure in the facred writings, who indulges himfelf in the gra- 
tifications of all his defires, thereby hardening himfelf againft 
all the calls of his confcience, which may foon be quieted by 
continuing in.a courfe of irregularity, and on whom all! the af- 
fliftions that could be difpenfed would not take effect. A fitue 
ation this how much to be feared! and how enviable that of tlie 
man who can chearfully fubmit to all the events of life, which 
are placed in his way, without endeavouring to avoid what he 

fees the Almighty thinks fit to fend, or fuperftitioufly feeking 
after the moft difficult road to happinefs. Let a man be directed 
by his confcieuce, conformable to the rules laid down in Scrip- 
ture, and he has nothing to fear; butif the confcience be har- 
dened, it is no’ wonder if the Creator difcontinues his care, and 
letsthe man loofe to all his mifgyided defires, 

Again: The perfons moft frequently affifled are often moft 
von their guard. . In affliction their fafety in a great meafure con- 
fits ; fo iome, for want of being frequently put in mind of 
their mortality, grow formal and dull, and very often forget 
themfelves fo far as to care only for the appearance they make 
in the eyes of their neighbours, and if they fupport a good cha-

Na village of the Matgraviate of Bareith, in Franconia, lived

ON EDUCATION, 


HE manifeft neceffity there is, that:a much greater atten. 
tion fhoald be paid to that fir! and moft important part 
of education, religion inftruétion, every good man mutt lament, 
andit ought to be the endeavour of every wife man to rectify. 
How far an inftraétion in Chrillian principles and religious du- 
ties -ismade @ fuddamental part of education in-eur mott pablic 
{chools, P fhall not pretend to afcertain ; but that to make great 
{eholars rather than good Chriftians is the principal object of 
confideration in thefe (eminaries is a pofition which it can be no 
offence to candour to affirm, becaule it is ote, I apprehend, 
whith no perfon will have the boldnefsto deny. That all is 
not accomplithed in refpeé& to virtue and religion which the 
mfters wif, or intend to perform, may perhaps in fome mea- 
fure otvavoidably arife frum the number of the fcholars, not the 
negligence of the initruttors. When any vice or facit is known 
to be committed, it is perhaps indeed always punifhed with.a fe- 
verity of infli€tion which fhocks humanity, and ‘an illiberality 
im the mode of punifhment which difgufts it; for ne fach fan- 
guinary corre€tion for fingle aéts would be neceffary to deter 
youth from habits of vice were more vigilance ufed, and tore 
labour employed in preventing the tendency to crimes, by forme 
ing in their minds the principles of morals on tne eternal bale 
of ‘Chriftianity, - But as perhaps there is no vigilance fo active, 
and no ldbour fo unwearied of fome few preceptors, which can 
extend to fuch a multitude of pupils, many crimes are undoubt- 
edly ‘committed, and. habits of vice pained which are never 
known to the inflructors themfelves, though they may be fubs 
jects of public no.oriety to others. 
From-thefe premifes, it will not, I traft, be thought an unjutti- 
fiable concinfion, that the greater part of moral education which 
‘ boys 
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boys recive at great {chools, arifes from the influence they hive 
over each other ; for all will unite for the {ake of “tfutual- eafe, 
peace, and comfort, in preventing the worlt effects of ‘the:mott 
violent paflions of anger, hatred, malice, znd revenge, and of 
the more fecret energies of peevifhnefs, ill-nature, ftabboranefs, 
morofenefs, and obftinacy. ‘Thus are fome of the more fefo- 
cious impulfes reftrained, and at leaft weakened, if not fubduéd, 
by the very connection fuch a miltitude of boys have with eath 
other. But unfortunately that very connction, which has a ten- 
dency to fubdue fome paffions, has équal éffi€acy to awaken arid 
ftrengthen others. By intercourfe with each other, the imagi- 
nation is debauched before the paffions are excited ; falfe gloty 
ftimalates ta the purfuit of vice, and bad example incités to pér- 
feverance.. ‘They with eagernefs exchange all the ingeauous 
modefty of boys for the unblufhing confidence of med, and foan 
unite with the imbecility of youth all the profligacy of mane 


hood. 
; Padet hve opprebria nobis. 
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Every friend to mankind and to religion, muft view with heart- 
felt pleafure the jncteafe and extenfiop of Suaday Schools, 
which feem admisably well calculated to bring about a happy 
change in the conduct of the rifing generation, and to refcue 
them from that deplorable igaorance: which is the ufual at- 
tendant of vice and profligacy ;, nor will any that haye che 
good of their fellow creatures at heargbe cool or indifferent 
re{pecting them ; but, ou the contrary, they will exert theme 
felves to the utmoft to render them fucceisfal, and to give 
them all the countenance they can. ‘The letter which is here 
fubjoisted will, we are perfuaded, be read with great fa:jsfaction 
by every advocate for piety and virtue ; and we hope that pe- 

rufing it will induce others, who are not at prefent engaged ia 

this Fishy laudable defign, to follow foexcellent an gxample, 
and go aad do likewife,

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were willing to fend their children to be\taught, and found my 

ople were ready to accept my offer: at the fame time left a 
Chriflian Monitor at every houfe. About 120 children were 
colleéted. 

As both my parifhes abound with poor, Northegate efpecially, 
which is poverty itéelf, I told my parifhioners, when I declared 
my intention of ereéting thefe fchoois, that I afked nothing from 
them on this occafion bat their countenance and influence, 

I direétly provided b oks, and three men and one woman to 
take care of and=teach thefe children. The pay -of thefe 
teachers, as alfo of the clerk,.who has fince been engaged, is‘1s. 
each for the day. .They received other civilities.. The principal 
fi.k manufacture gave 2s. 6). to each of thefe five perfons.. / 

The children appeared at St. Alphage.chureh, on Sunday 

an. 23, 1785» very ragged and very diforderly.. You will: not 
. {urprized at this when.you are told, that. fome of them, per- 
haps,never were at church fince they were baptized; but ufually 
{pent their Sabbath in playing, curfing or {wearing, in pilfering, 
or fome other mifchief. ‘ 

.._Thefe-_fchoyls were at firlt kept at-three-different places, and 
have all been vifited by me on every Sunday (except one, whea 
I was at Exeter), from the beginning of them to this times I 
have now all the children together at the chapel of St, John’s 
Hofpital, under my own eye ; for I find by experience, that'un- 
lefs one or more perfons conftantly fuperintend thefe ichodls, 
no good is to be expected from them. 

For: fome confiderable time I have been at the chapel exaétly 
at nine o’clock, the (me'when the fchool begins, and have ¢on- 
tinued there till eleven, the time when we goto church to- 
gether. ' , 

In the morning, while the teachers are inftruéting the little 
ones, I take 30 or 40 of the moft forward into the chapel 
chancel, and hear them read the Pfalms, colleéts, the epiitle and 
gofpel, and fecond leffon for the day ; and, if we have time, 
other chapters. ' 

Whatever occurs in our reading that is remarkable, or tends 
to our edification, is taken notice of, and explained to them. 

At half-an-hour after one-we meet at {chool again, and con- 
tinue there till half paft two, the titne for church.’ At this time 
the little ones are taught and repeat their catechifm, or thequef- 
tions in the end of the {pelling books, for the inftruct om of the 
children, &c. We read the New Teitament, as before, till the 
clerk comes to fing a pfalm or two with them, 

After churca we all return to fchuol. The little ones are em- 
ployed, as in the morning, in fpelling, or repeating prayets or 
. hymne, 
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hymns. . At. this.time I examine the moft forward, and explain 
to them the catechifm, and, the ute of the Common Prayer 
Book... I exercifethem in. repeating after mc the. LondésiPrayer, 
and the Creeds, aod all the refponfes. All this they’doin a 
very cecentand proper manner. We have gone-througtt. like- 
wife Fox on Public Worthip, and his Introduction, &e. - The 
Chorch Catechiim, broken .into fhort Queftions, and Mann’s 
Catechifims 

The books: in common ufe are the Child’s firft Book, rf and 
ad parts, Fither or Dixon’s Spelling book, the Catechifms bee 
fore mentioned, particularly Mann’s, Divine Songs of the pious 
and excellent Dr. Warts ; and every child is furnifhed with a 
Common Prayer-Book and Tefament to carry to charch, when 
they can ufethem. Fifty of Unwin’s Sin and Danger, and 50 
of Stonehoufe’s Religious Inftraétions, are given to 100 chil- 
dren, who, after a time, exchange with eachother. , Thus 50 
tracts will ferve 00 children. They have likewife Stonchoufe’s 
Prayers, 

I take children of allages, from 5 or6to160r17. Itis bef 
to begin with them early. 

Some time fince two lads,the one my parifhioner, the other of 
the next. parifh, were condemned to death for houfe-breaking. 
‘The melancholy event was taken notice of by me on the Sun- 
day following, and the children fang The Lamentation of a 
Sinner. This performance of children, fome of whom, if no 
care had been taken of them, might have been in the fame 
dreadful fituation, had a wonderful effect upon every one who 
heard them. 2A 

This -accident led me to think; that as mach pfalmody as was 
neceflary for divine worfhip, would be ufeful and pleating hoth 
tothe children and the congregation. I thereforeengaged the 
clerk; who is/a fober fer ous man, to give thefe children a htle 
infrution, which he does ow one or two evenings in. a weeks 

Mr. Flagton, whofe name is well knowa as a teacher,and 
compofer of mutfic, is a benefaétor to thefe children, and-likewift 
condefcends to give thenmr fome affiftance ; hevhasifet to mufic 
fome of Dr, Watts’s Songs, Addifon-on Providence, &c. which 
they perform fo well asto be heard with pleafure. 

About 100 of thefe children are fent to {chool every day for 
one or. two haurs, as they can be fpared from fpinning wool, or 
winding filk, atone penny per head per week, the ufual pay for 
fach infruction. This is of great fervice to them. 

I have picked out four little girls to learn to work, and pay 
for them with money that had been entruited with me for fuch 


purpofes. 
Ihave 
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I have gone throvgh the Book of Pfalms with fomeof the 
elder pirls,.and am going through it a fecond time at my houfe, 
where they, for one hour every day, are inftroéted. Some few 
boys from other {¢hools attend my Sunday fchools. 

Such are the advantages my children have enjoyed, and they 
have profiied by them as much as could be expected. - They 
are. greatly civilized as to their behaviour, and gave fatisfaction 
when they were examined in thecharch, The little ones ree 
peated prayers, hymns, &c, the great ones gave proper an{wers 
to queltions which contained the fubftance of ithe church cates 
chifm, but not juftin the words of the catechifm. 

The little onesin general come on very well, Qhe little fel- 
low, who is only 6 years of age, read to'.me. with jultnes& 
and propriety, Fox’s Introduétion, a book he had never {cen 
before. This child had no initraétion but trom this fthool, and 
from his parents at home, who arepoor people. Parents if they 
have* any. poodnefs in. them, will be induced to do all they can 
for their own children, when they find fo much done for them 
by others. 

I think myfelf bound in duty to mention fome.circumftances, 
that thew the reputation of the fchool, and refleét great honour 
upon the perfous I thali mention. A ftranger. who was at this 
church, was fo well pleafed with the inititonon, chat he gave a 
guinea for me to apply as ! thould think proper. A neighbour, 
who is a Quaker, offered to fubicribe, if the {chools had been 
fupported by contribution. Another parifhioncr, whais a difs 
fenting teacher, gave memoney for the ufe of the childten. A 
charitable lady, who lives a few miles from Canterbury, fent 
me anoble prefent of five guineas ; and {ome other ladies and 
geatiemen, both in and out of the parifh, have been very liber 
ral to thefe children, and to their parewts, who wanted relief. 
Many of thefe children, who were almof&t- naked, have been 
clothed by fome benevolent perfons, 

My friend, the Rev. Mr. Byrche (who has. done-psuch on the 
occafion), with two other worthy gentlemen, the principal fup» 
porcers of the weekly fchools, have been of great feryice to me, 
not only by their money, but by their conftant vidits to the {chools. 
One of thefe gentlemen, who was a furgeon and apothecary, is 
ready to aflift any of them in the’ way of his profeflion, as well 
as by any other act of kindaefs, My third colleayae, who isa 
captain of a man of war, has been a great benefactor to thefe 
children, and to fome of their families. 

One very Sreat advantage of Sunday {chouls is, that they afs 
ford every miniiter an opportunity of giving to the children of 
the poor inflructions in the plain and important principles of req 
ligion 5 
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ligion ; of bringing them to church, where they ,are under his 
eye, and under the eyes of their benefaétors, who may take proe 
per notice of their good or bad behaviour. 

‘My children are very narrowly watched ; and noinftance of 
improper behaviour is paffed ever without a folemn arid fevere 
rebuke. If they are diforderly, they partake of no benefaction 
intended for good children; and if this treatment will not ree 
claim them, they are expelled. 

\’ When I find ary of them guilty of lying, the whole fchoo! is 
called together, and I read tothem a little book, called, An 
Exercife againft Lying, concluding with the prayer at the end. 

Such are the regulations that have been objferved in my 
fchools ; which gertlemen may adopt or vary, according to their 
particular local circumftances. It is very evident to multitudes 

by faéts (which are better than a thoufand arguments), that this 
inftitution has been attended with many beneficial effects. 

I have heard of perfons, no friends to religion, who have fup- 
ported thefe fchools, and they are, in my opinion, no bad poli- 
ticians ; for our lives and fortunes wili not be lefs fafe becaufe 
our fervants, and the lower people in general, have been in- 
ftru&ed in a religion that commands them, under the feverck 
penalty, to hurt nobody by word or deed. 

I fuppofe every magiffrate, when a young offender is brought 
before him for theft, &c. gives him fome good advice. Would 
not good advice given him by his minifter, before he became 
hardened, be more likely so prove effeQual ? 

If ever a reformation be brought about in this kingdom, it 
will be by the labours and diligence of the parochial clergy, 
each in his parifh. 

If our Jaw-makers would endeavour. by thefe fchools, and by 
fetting a better example themfelves, to reform men, thcy would 
fhew more wildom, than by any mode of punithment they caa 
infixton them for being wicked. 

[ fincerely with, that by the bleffing of God, this inflitution 
of Mr. Raikes (a name that every clergyman, efpecially thofe 
of. his own city and neighbourhood, fhould highly reverence) 
may univerfally prevail and produce the bett effects,

TRIALS BY JURY. 


At a Meeting of the Society for Conftitutional Information, at 
the Secretary’s Houfe, Tavittock ftreet, Friday, oth of June, 
1786, Edward Griffith, Efq. V. P.in the Chair, Refolved, 
That the following Letter and Extraés be publithed in the 
papers. D. ADAMS, Secretary, 


Yo Mr. Adams, Secretary to the Society for Conftitutional Infere 
mation. 


SIR, 


HE trial by jury which Sir William Blackftone ftiles, with 
a jolt encomium, ‘‘ the palladium of our liberties,” has, 
within a very few years, fuffered feveral attacks ; which are the 
more alarming, and feem the rather to befpeak fome very formi- 
dable defign, as they have all been made about the fame time, 
in every one of thofe countrics, which form the Britith empite, 
in England, in Scotland, and in Ireland. In evey one of thofe 
countries the attack has come from the fame unnatural quarter, 
from che men who ought to have difcovered the greateft zeal int 
its defence, from thofe whofe duty it is to pronounce and to 
guard the law, ard whofe giory it ought to be to protect the 
rights of mankind. 

The decifion of the Court ef King’s Bench, in the cafe of 
the Dean of Sc. Afaph, and the proceedings by attachment in 
Ireland, have cngaged a confiderable portion of the attention 
of a public, which is prone to confider events that threaten its 
deftruction, as objects of a vain cutiofity ; or which feeing the 
nature and extent of its danger, yet foolifhly ard pufilanimoully 
negleéts to guard againft it. On thefe, it is therefore unnecef- 
farv to dwell, 

The attack, however, made on the Trial by Jury in Scotland, 
or rather the conqdeft which has been gained over it, is fo much 
more 
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more complete than either of the other two, and feems fo natu- 
ral a prelude to the total abolition of juries, that one cannot 
account for itsnot having fpread a generalalarm throughout the 
kingdom, but by the circumfance of its not being known. 

In order, therefore, that ignorance may no longer fubfift ; 
that the great ftrides which the Scottifh law is taking towards 
defpotifm may be known, and that tne Englith may learn how 
foon they may expect to be united to a people of flaves, I fend 
you the following extracts to be by your Society laid before the 


public. 


Extra&s from aColleBion and Abridgement of celebrated criminal 
Trials, in Scotland, from A. D.1536 to 1784, with hiftorical 
and critical Remarks, by Hugo Arnot, E/q. Advocate Edine 
burgh, 17856 
It appears, that by the old law of Scotland, trial by jury took 

place in matters both civil and criminal. Our civil Judges have 

long fince exalted their own dominion, by thaking them{elves 
loofe of the intervention of ajury, And ona late occalion, 

(igth March 1783, in the cafe of the Procurator Fifcal of Edin- 

burgh againft Young anc Weemyfs) the Lords of Jutfticiary de- 

livered a folemn opinion, that in criminal actions, before inferior 

Courts, in cafes fhort of capital punifhment, trial by jury is no 

requilite. 

After fuch violent and repeated blows at the right of trial by 
jary, I cannot help exprefling my apprehenfion, that the court 
has already fapped the foundation, and that, unlefs prevented by 
the roufed fifpicion, by the jealous eye of their country, it only 
remains for Judges who may be poffeffed of more courage, of 
more humanity, totally tooverturn the fabric. 

I cannot,without fome farther remarks,difmifs this momentous 
fubje&t. It is the eftablithed law of this country, that no pri- 
foner can be tried by the whole Lords of Jufticiary without jary, 
It is not then contrary to all reafon, that each magifrate of the 
Royal Boroughs, many of which do not contain a fingle inhabi- 
tant poflefied of wealth, of fcience, or of independance, fhall 
enjoy a power which the law has denied to the collective body of 
the fupreme judges of the nation ? Shall it be faid, 
capfe it is only the lower clafs of mankind, which are commonly 
tried for petty crimes, that their liberties are not worth protec- 
ting? Or will it bealiedged, that fcourging, pillory, and ba. 
nifhment, are not terrible punifhments ? Befides, the mean ideas 
of thofe felf-eleéted men, who, in the decayed Boroug! 
the offices of magittracy, may often lead them to pals over

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heinous crimes, and to punifh the leffer offences with unmeafue 
rable rigour.
